ELECTRICITY HELPS CORN. 


Iowa firmer Treats His Seed Md DovMes 


- 
tke Yield Per Acre. 


W. ft- Scacey, a farmer living three 
miles south of Marsballtowo, Iowa, 
has been experimenting with electri- 
cally treated corn, with excellent re- 
sults, The corn was treated io tbe 
following manner: 


A barrel was filled with water, and 
and pieces of zinc placed at tbe bot- 
tom. Then the seed corn was placed 
in tbe water and a current of -500 volts 
run through the barrel for 20minutes. 
Tbe corn was then thoroughly dried 
and planted with a drill. 
Thirteen acres were planted with 
this core May 17. The land has been 
planted in corn for nine consecutive 
rears. The corn averaged eight feet 
m height, and will yield 75 bushels to 
the acre—nearly double the yield of 
the fields immediately surrounding it.
